No Change in Limit. 

While both Judge Hopkins and Pres- 
ident Slaton think that the law that 
now reqiftires voters’ books to be close4 
six months in advance of an election 
Could be improved upon by making the 
limit shorter, they do not undertake 
to do so in this bill, the law in this 
respect not being changed, as it was 
thought best that if any change is to 
be made on the question of time limit, 
it should come up as a separate propo- 
sition, 

So that if the Hopkins bill is passed 
a voter to participate in an election 
must have paid his taxes for the year 
previous to the year in which the elec- 
tion is held, and he must have paid 
them six months prior to the election. 
In other words, if, under the Hopkins 
law an’ election is held in October, 
1913, qualification to vote will be con- 
ditioned upon a voter's being on the 
registration list, and on his having 
made payment of his 1912 taxes prior 
to April, 1913—six months before the 
election. 

If, between April and October, he 
should find that he has not paid his 
taxes for the year previous and wishes 
to do so in order to qualify himself to 
vote. the tax collector cannot put Qis 
name on the registration list for that

Of great interest also is the signa- 
ture of the judge issuing the license, 
Willlaw H. Crawford. This is another 
name famous in the annals of Georgia, 
Crawford having been candidate for 
the presidency and minister to France 
in the time of the first Napoleon.

Wilson was professor of” history and 
political economy at Wesleyan Univer- 
sity from 1880 to 1890, but is best re- 
membered here for his’ success in 
coaching ‘the famous Wesleyan foot- 
ball team of ’89 which defeated Penn- 
sylvania, 10 to 2, and won over a long 
list of less formidable rivals. 

Professional coaches were rare _ in 
those days and Wilson, as one of the 
younger members of the faculty, was 
chosen by the students as advisor of 
the football team. He was particular- 
ly effective in putting ginger into’'the 
squad and it is said of him that he 
could give a “call down” in @ manner 
that would put to shame even some of 
the modern coaches.

GENERAL HOKE 
YIELDS TO DEATH 


Ranked Hig.. as Confederate 
Officer and Was Picked by 
Lee as Succé&sor. 


Charlotte, N. C., July 3.—General R. 
F. Hoke, ranking confederate officer 
and personal choice of General Lee to 
succeed him in case he was Killed in 
battle, died this morning at his home 
at Lincolnton, N. C. 

General Hoke had been sick for only 
ten days. His condition was not con- 
sidered serious until a day or two ago. 
His family had 
with him at the end. The body will 
be taken to Raleigh for burial tomor- 
row, leaving Lincolnton at 10:26 and 
arriving at Raleigh at 7:30 p. m. 

General Hoke was 76 years old. He 
had been engaged in business since 
the close of the civil war, having been 
president of the Seaboard Air Line 
railroad at one time. 

Chosen by Lee. 

His war record is referred to with 
pride by every North Caroclinian. [t has 
often been said that General Lee had 
selected him to succéed himself in case 
he should be tncapacitated 

General Hoke entered the 
war as captain of the Lincolnton 
pany K, second battalion, first North 
Carolina regiment, known as “The 
Southern Stars.” His promotions fol- 
lowed in rapid order and it was not 
long before he had attained the rank 
of major géneral through the offices 
of major, Heutenant colonel, colonel 
and brigadier general. When the war 
was over there was one rank between 
him and General Lee. General Hoke 
commanded Early’s division at the 
battle of Cold Harbor. He commanded 
the district of North Carolina in 1865 
and surrendered with Johnston at 
Durham station, April 26, 1865. 

The funeral at Raleigh will be 
full military honors and. the state 
fices will be closed in his honor. 
governor and state officials will 
ably attend in a body. 

Sketch of General Hoke. 

Major General Robert F. Hoke was 
born at -Lincolnton, NN; C., -_May 2%, 
1837, and was educated at the Ken- 
tucky Military institute. He entered 
the confederate service as a private in 
Compafhy K, first North Carolina in- 
fantry. He rose to second lieutenant 
and was made captain after the bat- 
tle of Big Bethel, where he was com- 
mended for “coolness, judgment and 
efficiency.” 

General Hoke had command of five 
companies -in the battle of Newbern, 
participated in the important battles 
of the war during the first vear and 
in the battle of Fredericksburg won 
praise for driving back Méade’s troops. 
The confederate congress voted him 
thanks for the fight which he led 
against the federal forts at Plymouth 
‘and he ;swas promoted to the rank of 
major general. _.
